CINCINNATI—The American Reform rabbinate cleared the 
way this week for a long-range effort to seek conversion of U. S. 


non-Jews to J udaism, 


The 61st annual convention of the Central Conference of Ameri- 
can Rabbis, at its closing session, approved a resolution to name a 


committee to “study practical 
means of extending the influence 
of Judaism to Jews and others.” 

A CCAR spokesman. said that 
the term “and others” has beer 
left deliberately vague but that 
it was the consensus of the dele- 
gates that the time had come to 
seek converts to Judaism from 
among non-Jews. 

EASY ON GUIDE 

The convention took a stand 
on the issue of a ritual guide 
for U.S. Reform Jews which was 
somewhat less strong than that 
asked by outgoing president Dr. 
Jacob R. Marcus of Cincinnati. 

In his president’s message, 
Rabbi Marcus asked the convent- 
ion to name a committee to study 
a guide to be submitted to the 
next convention. The 61st con- 
vention, however, approved a re- 
solution for a committee em- 
powered only “to study every as- 
pect of a code of practice.” 

The scope of the committee, as 
outlined by the resolution, in- 
cluded a study of the feasibility 
of a code “at this stage.” 

The convention also sidestep- 
ped some sharp criticism from 
its own members on the issue of 
control of Israeli Jews by the 
Orthodox rabbinate in Israel. 
Rabbi Charles Shulman of New 
York had warned the delegates 
that before the Reform movement 
makes “demands” on Israel, it 
should get rid of its own anti- 
Zionist elements first and extend 
“de jure” recognition to Israel. 
(Details inside). 

STILL ASKING 

But the convention § simply 
adopted a resolution asking for 
“equality of status” for all varie- 
ties» “of religious organization 
and leadership in Israel.”

The convention also approved 
a proposal by Rabbi Marcus for 
naming of a special committee 
on tenure for rabbis, aimed ap- 
parently at recent occasions of 
rabbi-baiting by temple boards, 
notably in Chicago this spring. 
The convention took no action 
on Rabbi Marcus’ proposal for 
establishment of a magazine for 
the Reform rabbinical movement. 


Rabbi Philip Bernstein of Ro 
chester was elected president for 
a two-year term when Dr. Mar- 
cus declined re-nomination for 
the office. Since the term is for 
two years, Dr. Marcus had actu- 
ally decided not to complete the 
second part of the term of office.

“Since we hardly ever go out 
we spend most of our time learn- 
ing to cook, sew and dust,” said 
I%year-old Cecelia Smaletz. She 
and her 21-year-old sister, Miriam, 
visited their uncle, J. Norwitz, in 
this South African town. 


They told the South African 





envious of “the freedom enjoyed 
by South African Jewish girls.” 

In their native San Paulo, they 
said, unmarried Jewish women 
cannot visit any place of enter- 
tainment unless they are chaper- 
oned. 

“San Paulo is marvelous for a 
holiday,” said Miriam, “but it is 
not so marvelous to live there. 
There are beautiful places to go 
but what is the use? We can’t 
even go for a drive unless our 
parents come with us.” 

Both girls are accountants but 
Jewish girls do not work in 
Brazil, they reported.

French Official Again 
Defends Freeing Nazi 


PARIS—M. Rene Mayer, 
France’s Jewish Minister of Jus- 
tice, last week again defended his 
release of Xavier Vallat, who had 
been serving a ten-year sentence 
for his crimes against Jews when 
he was Vichy Commissioner for 
Jewish Affairs. 

Meyer said that he had been 
visited by many delegations who 
have “come to explain to me 
what Vallat did, as if I was not 
aware of it—I who in 1941 re- 
fused to serve as his tool as 
chairman of the Union of Jews,” 
according to the Jewish Chroni- 
cle of London. 

He said he knew what his fel- 
low Jews suffered but that he 
had no alternative. 

He said French Jews must un- 
derstand “that when a prisoner 
asks the Minister of Justice to 
apply the law, he has not the 
right, whatever his origins may 
be, ‘o confound justice with ven- 
geance.” 


Alabama Rabbi Named 


To Berlin Community

NEW YORK—Rabbi Nathan 


Levinson of Selma, Ala., has been 
named successor to Rabbi Steven 
S. Schwarzschild as Reform rabbi 
for the Berlin Jewish community, 
it was learned here this week. 

Rabbi Schwarzschild, who ended 
two years of service last month, 
created a sensation in European 
Jewish circles when he said in 
his farewell sermon that he had 
sworn never to set foot in Ger- 
many again. 

The public vow recalled his 
statement a year ago when, in 
denouncing Jewish critics of 
those German Jews who have de- 
cided to remain in Germany, he 
said a vigorous Jewish commun- 
ity was possible in Berlin.

CHICAGO—An agreement reached between the Chicago TRIB- 
UNE and Jewish civic defense agencies on the daily’s front page 
Story of a secret Jewish Government in Washington was upset 
Tuesday when the newspaper balked at printing what amounted to 
a retraction and asked for a 24-hour delay, 


The TRIBUNE ‘had agreed to 
print two letters, one signed by 
four major civic defense agencies, 
and a reply by the newspaper 
which would have been a retrac- 
tion. 

The two groups met Tuesday to 
decide on the final wording of 
the two letters and at that point 
the paper’s spokesmen asked for 
a day’s extension. 

The four agencies involved were 
the American Jewish Committee, 
the American Jewish Congress, 
the Anti-Defamation League of 
B’nai B’rith and the Jewish Labor 
Committee. 

QUICK ACTION 

They went into action immedi- 
ately following publication last 
month of a dispatch from the 
TRIBUNE'S Washington bureau, 
asserting that Sen. Herbert Leh- 
man, Justice Felix Frankfurter 
and Henry Morgenthau, Jr., con- 
stituted a secret Government of 
the United States. 

Walter Trohan, who wrote the 
“dispatch” embellished his ac- 
count with innuendoes of links 
with the Soviet conspiracy, Alger 


Hiss, subversives in the USS., 
Zionism and other items. the 
TRIBUNE hates. 

The Jewish agencies first 


cleared with the National Commu- 
nity Relations Advisory Council in 
New York, coordinating body for 
Jewish civic defense in the U.S., 
and were told to proceed on their 
own. 
FIRST MEETING 

They immediately asked the 
TRIBUNE for a hearing which 
was held last Wednesday. The 
meeting was atended by Richard 
E. Gutstadt and Bernard Nath of 
the ADL, Ely Aaron of the AJ- 
Committee, Rabbi Morton Berman 
of the Congress and Jacob Segal 
of the Jewish Labor Committee. 

Two top officials of the TRI- 
BUNE, led by J. Loy Maloney, 
managing editor, attended. They 
expressed amazement at the re- 
action from the Jewish group, and 
insisted they were innocent of any 
anti-Jewish motives. 

Gutstadt read a prepared list of 
previous departures from fact in 
connection with reporting Jewish

news, and other slurs against the 
Jewish group. The TRIBUNE 
men tentatively agreed to the 
exchange of letters. 

WHY ONLY CHICAGO? 

The New York and Washington 
papers linked with the TRIBUNE 
received the Trohan dispatch but 
did not print it, the TRIBUNE 
men were told. 

They were also informed that 
unless a retraction was made, the 
Jewish group would issue a de 
nunciation of the newspaper's 
tactics to the general press. 

The TRIBUNE editors indicated 
they regarded the Trohan article 
as merely a typical attack on the 
New and Fair Deals and had no 
anti-Semitic implications. 

HE’S A JEW 

They said their chief editorial 
writer, Leon Stolz, was Jewish. 
They said he was a son of the 
late Rabbi Joseph Stoltz of Tem- 
ple Isaiah Israel. 

Following the Wednesday meet+ 
ing a session was held last Fri- 
day, where the rough draft of the 
two letters was prepared. The 
two groups took the letters back 
for approval and the Tuesday 
meeting was to have given final 
approval to the letters. 

Chicago Jewish leaders feel 
that Col. McCormick, who no 
longer spends much time at his 
office in the Tribune Tower, may 
have stepped into the negotiations, 
‘he TRIBUNE asked for a con- 
ference between a representative 
of the Jewish group and its 
lawyer for Wednesday morning 
before the 24-hour extension 
would have elapsed.

But the Mt. Vernon rabbi re- 
ported significant gains in reduc- 
ing hatred of Jews by a tech- 
nique which persuaded Christian 
subjects to speak out frankly and 
without inhibitions about their 
hostility toward Jews. 

HE TRIED IT 

Rabbi Kagan tested some of the 
theories of education as a tech- 
nique of reducing group tensions 
when he tested 97 Connecticut 
Episcopalians and 380 West Vir- 
ginian Methodists whom he 
taught the Old Testament. 

Average age of the students 
was 17 “a critical period for the 
formation of anti-Jewish feelings 
as a compensation for adolescent 
frustrations.” One third of the 


_ Students in five separate groups 


were given two different teaching 
methods, with the other two- 
thirds serving as a control group. 

“A scale of 16 items measuring 
attitude toward Jews was anony- 
mously filled in before and after 
each course and again eight 
months later when the students 
returned to their separate com. 
munities,” the rabbi reported. 

The first tests showed 27 per 
cent anti-Jewish, 26 per cent pro- 
Jewish and 47 per cent neutral. 

WHAT IT SHOWS 

“The findings reveal that the 
method most popular used does 
increase awareness of dewish con- 
tributions to Christianity but it 
does NOT decrease anti-Jewish 
prejudice,” Rabbi Kagan reported. 
“If it is any consolation, it may

be noted that teaching common 
ideals and Jewish contributions 
to! Christianity does not increase 
prejudice.” 

One of the points of departure 
used by Rabbi Kagan was a rec- 
ognition that current education 
efforts directed at Christian never 
confront the Christian “directly 
with contemporary anti-Jewish 
prejudice whether it be another’s 
or his own.” 

Citing the work of psychologists 
in the field, Rabbi Kagan noted 
that “lectures on the rights or 
virtues of. minority groups ac; 
complishes very little, Gordon All- 
port has shown. Because of the 
hostility of the listener nothing 
new can come into his mind until 
something old comes out. Provi- 
sion must therefore be made for 
even a modest amount of free ex- 
pression of hostility.” 


Rabbi Kagan warned that “this 
catharsis must be guided or it 
may merely reinforce self-justi- 
fications” for hatred of Jews. 

IT HAS WORKED 

“But the cathartic discussion 
technique used in groups has 
served to shock listeners out of 
complacency or to exhaust pent- 
up hostility until they are recep- 
tive to new facts. Only then does 
the reconstruction of attitudes 
begin-” ’ 

Rabbi Kagan suggested as a 
basic rule that “the individual 
must become actively involved in 
the inter-group problem and he 
will accept new values if he con-

“Furthermore, those individy

Rabbi Kagan recommended that 
“interfaith etlucational programs 
should adopt tested’ methods 
which do effectively reduce pre} 
udice.” 

“Rabbis who are frequently 
called upon to participate in these 
programs should therefore be- 
come’ acquainted with the new 
techniques in group dynamies 
which offer a clearer diagnosis 
and a more effective therapy fa 
improving Christian-Jewish rel 
tions,” he concluded.

He was supported by Rabbi

He said he felt that Jews might 
be charged with undermining the 
public school system and that 
such a charge might lay the foun- 
dation for depriving U. S. Jews of 
other rights. 


Rabbi Leon Fram of Detroit 
and Rabbi Samuel Thurman of St. 
Louis expressed similar views. 
Rabbi Hersch Levin of Lawrence, 
Mass., said that 50 per cent of 
children in the Boston area attend- 
ed all-day schools. He said that 
situation had made the public 
school system so weak that it was 
in a chaotic condition. 


Rabbi William Braude of Provi- 
dence, one of the rabbis who 
send his child to an _ all-day 
school, said he did not because he 
despaired of anything but because 
he loved the Torah and wanted to 
see his child get a thorough 
grounding for Jewish living.

Reform Rabbis Reject 
Plea For Sect Merger

CINCINNATI—A proposal by a Denver rabbi that the Reform 


movement open talks with Conservatism aimed at a possible merger 
in the near future drew heavy criticism at a session here last week 
of the 61st annual convention of the Central Conference of Amerie 


can Rabbis. 

Rabbi Herbert Friedman of 
Denver made the proposal, citing 
the views of Rabbi James G. Hel- 
ler of Cincinnati and Rabbi Mor- 
ris Lieberman of Baltimore, on 
the possibilities of such a merger. 

VIEW CHALLENGED 

Rabbi Friedman’s views were 
vigorously challenged by Rabbi 
Joseph Weiss of Neponsit, L.I., 
and Rabbi William F. Rosenblum 
of New York. 


“Conservative Judaism is at the 
crossroads,” said Rabbi Weiss, ad- 
ding that some day Conservative 
Judaism would become Reform as 
would Orthodox Judaism, event- 
ually. 


Rabbi Rosenblum. sharply con- 
demned those who have argued 
that Reform “no longer has any 
place in Jewish life and is a with- 
ered branch of Judaism.” He said 
the impact of Reform on the 
other wings of U.S. Judaism has 
been so great that both Conserva- 
tive and Orthodox Judaism were 
in the process of re-examining 
themselves. 

IT IS POSSIBLE 

Rabbi Friedman said that he 
firmly believed in the possibili- 
ties of building an American Ju- 
daism, “the kind of Judaism 








d 


whose achievements and satisface 
tions will be strong enough to 
keep future generations cemented 
by the centrifugal force of inner 
compulsion to remain Jewish.” 


But he said, that could be done 
“only by building a united Ju- 
daism, not one plagued by divis 
sion into sects.” | 


“In an organizational sense, the ' 


creation of this kind of Liberal 
Judaism, warm with observance, 
has been urged as a merger be- 
tween the Reform and Conservas 
tive wings. Nothing in the sugs 
gestions to date, incidentally, 
would exclude a willing Ortho- 
doxy.” ! 


He urged Reform to “show the 
way for any such combinations 
or mergers as may provide the 
native American-born Jew the 
kind of Judaism he wants and 
will at the same time inspire him 
to participate in the creation of 
a great and noble Jewish epoch in 
America.”

Reform Urged To Erase 
Own Anti-Zionism First

Taking part with Rabbi Shul- 
man were Dr. Samuel Blumen- 
field of Chicago, and Rabbi Abra- 
ham Feldman of Hartford, Conn., 
who was chairman of the sym- 
posium, and a leading spokesman 
for Reform critics of Israel Orth- 
odoxy. 

In his presidential address be- 
fore the 1949 CCAR convention, 
Dr. Feldman denounced the Israel 
Orthodox rabbinate, charging 
“clerical suppression” and de- 
manding recognition of the hand- 
ful of “Reform” congregations in 
Israel. 


SUPPORT FROM FLOOR 

Rabbi Shulman obtained strong 
support from the floor, after read- 
ing his paper, when Rabbi Ezra 
Spiecehandler of the Hebrew Uni- 
versity spoke in support of Rabbi 
Shulman’s position. Rabbi Spice- 
handler was in Israel when Dr. 
Feldman delivered his presiden- 
tial address. 


Both Rabbi Shulman and Rabbi 
Spicehandler contended that U.S. 
Reform had not earned the right 
to criticize. Rabbi Spicehandler 
used the term “idiotic” to de- 
scribe Dr. Feldman’s charges and 
described the indignation of the 
Israel yoens. in pesponse to the 
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criticism from U. S. Reform. 

Rabbi Spicehandler also teok 
exception to Dr. Bilumentfield’s 
charge that slang was corrupting 
Hebrew in Israel. He said that 
it was necessary to develop a 
slang in Hebrew, that all langu- 
ages had a slang element and 
that the criticism was unwar- 
ranted. 

Rabbi Shulman agreed that 
some conditions developing from 
the control of the Orthodox rab- 
binate over the personal status 
of Israeli Jews needed correc- 
tion. 

“But to demand changes and 
corrections from America, from 
London or from any other quar- 
ter outside of Israel is to be lack- 
ing in realism,” the New York 
rabbi said. 

He reminded the convention 
that early Reform had been bit- 
terly hostile to Zionism and that 
“there are no Reform Jewish 
settlers in Israel on the order of 
the Hapoel Hamizrachi (religious 
labor Zionist) settlers. There are 
no Reform Congregations in Is- 
rael akin to those we have here 
in America. The three congrega- 
tions there are much closer to 
Orthodox in ritual, in prayer book 
and other elements.” 

He also noted that the Colum- 
bus platform of the U.S. Reform 
movement, which still stands, ad- 
vocates neutrality on Zionism and 
the Jewish State, adding that “the 
effect of this attitude has never 
been lost on the people of Israel.”

“Added to <i handicaps is 
the further fact that the Council 
for Judaism was born in the ranks 
of the American Reform rabbin- 
ate and the rabbis associated with 
this movement are exclusively Re- 
form rabbis. 

“It must astonish the people of 
Israel to learn of Reform Ju- 
daism’s concern about religion 
in a state which Reform Judaism 
has never completely supported,” 
he commented. 

He said American Reform Ju- 
daism ‘must go beyond de facto 
recognition of Israel and give the 
new state de jure recognition” 
and that it “must no longer. tem- 
porize with the elements in its 
ranks whose fear-ridden hysteria 
projects such questions as multi- 
ple loyalties and anti-Semitism as 
valid deterrents to efforts toward 
building a healthy Jewish com- 
munity elsewhere in the world..”

Placement Plan May Not Get OK

CINCINNATI—Fear that a proposed new placement plan for 
Reform rabbis would not win acceptance from the Reform move- 
ment was expressed here this week by Rabbi Roland Gittelsohn, 
chairman of the Joint Placement Commission of the Central Con- 
ference of American Rabbis arid the Union of American Hebrew 


Congregations. 

The CCAR, meeting here in its 
6lst annual convention, repre 
sents the U. S. Reform rabbinate 
and the UAHC is the congrega 
tional body. 

The delegates heard President 
Jacob Marcus of the CCAR de- 
scribe the present chaos with the 
comment that in the placing of 
Reform rabbis, there were two 
official bodies “and 590 others,” a 
reference of the 590 rabbis in the 
movement. 


TEMPORARY OK 

The CCAR meanwhile voted to 
go along with an arrangement 
which would put into effect im- 
mediately a temporary plan. Un- 
der that plan, the presidents of 
the three Reform organizations— 
the CCAR, the Hebrew Union 
College-Jewish Institute of Reli- 
gion and the UAHC—would form 
a provisional placement commis- 
sion to operate until the perman- 
ent plan could be decided on. 

The temporary plan has been 
approved by the HUC-JIR board 
of governors and awaits only 
action by the UAHC, scheduled 
to meet in convention next No- 
vember, to be implemented. Un- 
der the program, all three bodies 
and their memberships agree not 
to make any recommendations 
to fill open pulpits for the dura- 
tion of the plan. 


SOME OPPOSITION 

Reporting his concern about 
the eventual fate of the perman- 
ent plan, Rabbi Gittelsohn told 
the delegates that there was a

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Report From Hollywood 


DE MILLE HOPES TO FILM STORIES 
OF QUEEN ESTHER, RUTH AND JOSEPH

RECENT Friday afternoon was when the Beverly Hills chap- 
ter of Hadassah presented Cecil B. DeMille, “Renowned Di- 
rector and Producer of Biblical Masterpieces,” with an award for 
nis “outstanding presentation of the motion picture of Samson 
and Delilah.” 

The award, a framed Jewish Nationa] Fund 
tree certificate, had to be procured in something of 
a rush and, though the artist’s ink was already dry 
on it, there had been no time to correct a little 
slip of the hand, which made one of the words on 
the inscription read “Sanson.” 

The affair was held in the garden of a private 
home, and I was extremely fortunate in having an 
ynofficial representative on the spot in the person of 
Judy Lash, a somber-eyed, throaty-voiced young ed 
amateur actress, who is to appear shortly in the Wincelbe 
starring role of “Pulling the Curtain,” a little-known farce, at the 
West Hollywood Playground. She is currently employed in a sec- 
retarial capacity with the American Zionist Council of Los Angeles. 

According to Judy’s report, De Mille wore a plain brown suit, 
spoke of religion’s debt to the Jews, and related that “his aim in 
making religious motion pictures is to create in men an awakening 
and a desire for religion. From the millions of letters he has re- 
ceived in response to his previous movies, he has proof that he 
achieving his aim. 

“He hopes to live long enough to film the stories of Queen Es- 
ther, Ruth and Joseph. 

“De Mille’s interest in making religious movies goes back to 
his childhood days, when his father, an Episcopalian minister, who 
gave up the pulpit for writing, so that he could reach a larger 
audience, read to him each evening a chapter in the Old Testa- 
ment and a chapter in the New Testament.” 

(I am aware that this report clashes with the information at 
the disposal of English critic John Grierson, whom I quoted in the 
Nov. 25 column as rather admiringly labelling De Mille Jewish. In 
the event of a tremendous public demand for clarification on this 
vital issue, I will have the boys look into it.)

CO-FEATURED ON THE PROGRAM was Mrs. Margot Klaus- 
ner-Brandstetter, executive secretary of Israel Motion Pictures Stu- 
dios, Ltd., who read excerpts from her play, “Joseph in Egypt,” on 
which I am able to give a first-hand report, since I attended a pre- 
vious reading of the play in the original German. 

Mrs. Brandstetter freely acknowledges the impression made up- 
on her by Thomas Mann’s version of the Joseph story, and though 
indeed there is a Germano-Egyptian favor to her play, it is well able 
to stand on its own feet as an original and profound interpretation, 
full of beautiful lyrical and sensuous passages. 

Particularly beguiling is her portrayal of Potiphar’s wife as 
racked by passion, “helpless and despairing,” whose attempted se- 
duction of Joseph, in a sensitive and powerful scene, nearly suc- 
ceeds. 

The subsequent denunciation of Joseph is well motivated and 
Joseph’s trial, according to what may have been ancient Egyptian 
standards, is a dramatic and eminently fair one. 

Among the many strong and well-rounded characters in the 
play is Osnat, the wife of Joseph, who is presented as an assimila- 
tionist influence, though that is by-no means to be taken as an in- 
dication that Mrs. B has strained for modern parallels.

“JOSEPH IN EGYPT” is a sharp and vigorous pieriod piece and 
one wonders what sort of modesty on the part of Mrs. Brandstetter, 
who used to be one of the executives of Habimah, has until now 
éelayed its production. ‘

is full of concern. He feels that while in the Samson film it was 
simple enough to call the H——s “Danites,” what sort of euphenism 
is De Mille going to use for the Jews of Shushan?

MONOGAMY VERSUS; POLYGAMY- 
NOTES ON A CENSOVED COLUMN

A YEAR or so ago I read in the “Ladies Home Journal” of a 
survey which found that in 25 per cent of all marriages 

(40 per cent of those that were unhappy) the wife’s respone was 

less than adequate as far as her husband’s sex

came up with the thought that perhaps there was 
something to be said for polygamy after all, and 
I turned in a sassy piece to the managing editor 
on the respective merits of the two systems.

Two British Jews 
Elevated To Peerage 
LONDON—(WNS)—In the lisi 
of seven Britons elevated to the 
peerage on the occasion of the 
King’s official birthday, are two 
Jews. The two new Jewish Bar- 
ons who will sit in the House of 
Lords are Lewis Silkin, former 
Labor Minister of Town and 
Country Planning and Col. Harry 
Morris an ardent Zionist, who 
was, until recently, a Labor M.P.

Judaism must be taught to American Jews 
as a way of joyous living, says Marvin Lowen- 
thal in “Congress Weekly”’—The spirit we 
should seek and aid to prevail is one of joy; 
joy in Jewish practice, and activities; joy in 
being a Jew. The beauty, the affirmative pas- 
sions, and the cheerful piety explicit in the 
course of Jewish history must be reinvoked— 
the beauty of art, ritual and holiness; the thirst 
for righteousness and love of man; and the 
piety that smiles at death. It is superfluous 
to argue how traditional this joyous attitude 
has been; “make pleasant,” says the morning 
prayer, “the words of Thy law.” An anthology 
could be compiled—indeed, it should be—on the 
pleasures of Judaism, pleasures which like love 
in Plato’s vision mount from plain physical de- 
lights to a jubilation in God and the universe. 
On the lower plane this sense of joy is likewise 
traditionally American; on the’ higher it can

for an appeal to tears and the feeling of horror 
and pity is vanishing—one might say unhap- 
pily vanished.

Melchett, 
Reading and other famous industrialists made important contri- 
putions to the upbuilding of Palestine, but the really great con- 
tribution was made by the people. Just the people. It is an old 
story. When Herzl first conceived the idea of a Jeiwsh State, he 
had in mind a company of a few Jewish multi-millionaires who 
would finance it. He tried Baron de Hirsch, he tried Baron Roths- 
child—but finally he came to the Jewish people. And that is where 
he succeeded. 

Herbert Lehman is already active in the Palestine Economic 
Corporation after many years of activity. The PEC, though a very 
solid concern, has a capital of only seven or eight million dollars. 


The AMPAL, which started much later, has at least one and a half — 


times that capital. (AMPAL is run by the people of Histadrut). The 
tasks facing the ZOA in the economic field now is to make invest- 
ments popular. Albert Schiff’s job, as far as the PEC is concerned, 
is to expand it, make it a popular investment company. Let 25,000 
members of the ZOA invest $100 each in the PEC within the next 
year, and another 25,000 members invest an equal amount, and the 
Baruchs and the Lehmans will follow. The whole history of the 
Zionist movement shows that the people blaze the trail for the great 
names to follow, and not the other way around. This applies es- 
pecially to Jews with great names who are not too closely identified 
with the Jewish people.

Brandeis Says Sabbath Chosen For Convocation 
To Emphasize Solemnity of Occasion; Rabbis Present 


BOSTON—Brandeis University, the nation’s 
first Jewish-sponsored, non-sectarian university, 
last week formally denied a charge that it had 
violated the Sabbath in holding its second con- 
vocation on Saturday, May 26. 

The charge was made by Rabbi Simon L. 
Eckstein of Congregation Tifereth Israel in 
Winthrop, Mass., in a letter to the Jewish AD- 
VOCATE of Boston. The reply was made in a 
letter to-the same paper the following week. 

Clarence Q. Berger, director of public affairs 
at Brandeis, said that the university had held 
its convocation on the Jewish Sabbath to em- 
phasize the solemnity of the occasion and that 
the convocation was in no sense ‘a business 
session.” 

Berger said it was regrettable that Rabbi 
Eckstein did not “accord the University authori- 
ties the courtesy of conferring with them” be- 
fore “rushing into print.”

They 
dropped three matches, winning only one set in all. Arieh Weiss 


was licked in straight sets, and 
Jacob Buyiman, in losing to 
Stanislaw Piatek, managed _ to 
salvage the first set.

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Council Attacks Labeled Part of Present-Day Hysteria . 


BALTIMORE, Md.,—The anti-Zionism of the Amer- 
ican Council for Judaism was labeled last week “an- 
other aspect of the hysteria which is paralyzing 
American thinking today.” 

The charge was fired by Rabbi Israel M. Goldman 
of Beth Tfiloh Congregation, in response to a speech 
by Dean Virginia C. Gildersleeve, to the Baltimore 
chapter of the Council. 


Dean Gildersleeve, who has been consistently pro- 
vided with a platform by various Council chapters, 
made a speech which duplicated much of an attack on 
U. S. Jewish supporters of Israel she made three 
weeks ago at a meeting of the New York chapter of 
the Council. 

She charged again that Zionists aimed to segregate 
U.S. Jews from the rest of the population and said 
that while “other groups in America” had sought to 


influence U.S. foreign policy in favor of their for- 
mer homelands, they had never done so “quite so 
flagrantly, in so separatist a spirit, as the Zionists 
wish a Jewish bloc to act.” 

She said Zionists sought to persuade U.S. Jews 

to withdraw from participation in the common cul- 
ture and sever ties with American culture in the 
fields of music, literature and thought. 
. She said Zionist “propaganda efforts” had served 
to “intensify the acute self-consciousness among 
American Jews, to establish in them an inner strain 
and tension which must, one would think, be harm- 
ful for them psychologically and must tend to split 
their lives and personalities.” 

In line with a policy which has been sharply criti- 
cized by the National Community Relations Advisory 
Council, the Baltimore chapter provided the Balti- 
more SUN with a full account of Dean Gildersleeve’s 








remarks. The NCRAC represents all. the Jewish 
defense agencies in the United States. 

Rabbi Goldman made his charge against the Coun. 
cil’s anti-Zionism in accepting the presidency of the 
Baltimore Zionist district. 

“I am not talking theory,” he said. “I am de. . 
scribing actual fact. As evidence of it, I cite the 
meeting of a frightened, self-negating group of Jews 
who, this very evening, are meeting in Baltimore in 
order to have the pro-Arab and anti-Israel propagan, 
dist, Dean Virginia Gildersleeve, calm their fears 
and give them the reassurance that if they will only 
have nothing to do with the State of Israel, no one .
